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Hldea O. O. P. Extrava«ance.
8ecretary Sbaw aiid the repuhlican

leaders have become alarmed at the im-

mense exceaa of expendituree over re-

ceipU thia month, and Secretary Shaw

haa given a hint to tbe warrant division
of the Treasury to cortail disburaements
for a tew months more and delay pay-
ments of requisitions from disbursing
officera as much aa poraible. It i« usual
at tbe begioning of each fiscal year for

disbursing officera in all branchea of tne

government service todrawbeav.lv upon
the treaaury. No attempt haa heretofore
been made to check their requisitions,
even if somewbat in exceaa of the
amount to be paid out But the repub-
licana deaire to dupe the couDtry into
^>elieving they are not spending more

money than they are taking in. 80 the
warrant divisiou haa been inatructed to

delay warrants on requiaitions il they
appear exceseive. In other words, the
daily statement of expenditures is to bo
made to appear leas, if poeaible, ao that
voters will oot think tbe republicans de-
serve punishment for unlimited extrava-
eance. The toUl expenditures of the
eovernment for 25 days of this month
have been $56,420,000, and the receipts
only $85,206,734, a deficit of $21,213,-
265. For the same period last year the
total expenditures were $45,780,000,
and receipts $38,245,536, leaving a defi-
cit of $7,584,461.

Bcared to Death.
Seized with a fit of violent epilepsey,

Joseph Heiser went ona rampagethrough
Andalusia, ontheBristol pike nearPhil-
adelphia, on Monday afternoon. He
frightened a little girl to death, terro-
rized the barroom of the Red Lion Inn,
amashed fumiture athis home and ended
by throttling a motormaa on a pa-ssing
trolley car, who finally succeeded in
overpowering Heiser and turned him
over to the police. The body of six-

year-old Marian Rankin lies in a small
casket in the parlor of her parents' home
on the Red Lion road, the victim of
Heiser's dementia. The child has al¬
ways atood in terror of Heiser, and she
fled in fright to her mother whenever
she aaw him. When Heiser, waving
his arm wildly in the air and screaming
at the top of his voice, ran toward her
in front of the Rankin home the little
girl started to escape frorn him, but be¬
fore she had gone a dozen ieet she was

overcome with terror, and fell dead in
the roadway. Heiser, who has during
the spriog and summer months been
employed as a farmhand, has been sub¬
ject to epileptic fitabut never before have
they taken a violent form. His sister,
who lives a short distance from the Ran-
kins, was horrified when Heiser came
home on Monday afternoon, and after
frightening everyone from the house be-
gan throwing fumiture from the window.

An Unwelcome Gneat.
Mrs. J. D. Wentworth, 65 years of

age, is to be given a bearing before Jus-
tice C. H. Eckstein on Friday afternoon
in Frederick, Md., on a charge of being
a nuisance. Mrs. Wentworth, who is
said to have come from New Jersey, has
during the past few years been an unwel¬
come gueat for various periodsof time in
acores of homes in and about Frederick,
and hasannoyed many families into whose
homes she endeavored to gain admittance.
Her practice has been to present herself
at a door, ring the bell, and when the
door is opened force her way in and an-

nounc. that she has come to stay. Ob-
livious to protests, as a rule, she has al¬
lowed nothing ahort offorcible ejection
to move her, and by her persistence Bhe
has managed usually, when forced out of
one place, to find free board and lodging
at another. Recently she settled herself
in the home of an aged aud infirm lady,
livingalone, and stayed several weeks. On
Mouday afternoon she went to the home
of Thomas Altman, near Frederick, and,
despite the farnily's protests, settled her-
nelf for an indefinite stay. Mr. Altman
made complaint to the sheriff and she
was arreated. She managed to secure

bail, but the housekeepers of Frederick
hope that her trial will result iu relieviug
the community of her presence.
